Bennett,  who  is  a  clever  fellow,  with  few 
scruples,  by-and-by  found  a  more  lucra- 
tive field  for  his  Uilents  in  piindering  to 
the  ignorant  prejudices  of  the  very 
worst  portions  of  the  immigrant  and 
native  populations.  When  I  last  saw 
H'ls  I  etablishment,  in  1842,  it  was  a  very 
difTeronl  aflliir  from  his  small  shop  of 
1836,  the  Herald  being  now  published 
in  a  magnificent  range  of  granite  build- 
ings, the  property  of  the  publisher. — 
Bennett  has  exerted  a  most  civil  influ- 
ence on  American  society,  socially  and 
politically.  His  paper  has  done  much 
to  demoralize  the  democracy  in  connec- 
ti'in  with  the  pro-slavery  policy. — 
His  start*  of  writers  adopt  the  same 
style  of  writing  about  Britain  as  is  ex.

The  most  suitable  clothing  for  our 
variable  climate  is  a  subject  of  much  im- 
portance to  all.  In  the  last  report  ot 
the  National  Agricultural  Department, 
there  is  an  ess.y  upon  this  topie,  eome 
parts  of  which  we  condense  with  com 
meiits.  Wool  being  an  excellent  non- 
conductor of  heat,  it  is  very  suitable  as 
a  material  for  clothing.  Surgeons  uni- 
formly rec  immeiid  il.  Dr.  Hall  m  his 
Journal  of  Health  says  : 

••In  winter  and  summer  nothing  can  be 
better  worn  next  t.)  the  skin  than  a  loose, 
red  woolen    shirt  ;  loose  f'-r  it  has  room 
U)  move  on  the  skin,  thus  causing  a   ti- 
lillation  which  draws  the    blood    to   the 
surface  and  keeps  it  there,  and  when  this 
is  the  case  no  one  can   take  cold.  Cotton 
wool  merely  absorbs  the  moisture  from 
the  surface  of  the   btaiy,   while    woolen 
flannel  Qonvcys  it  fi'oiu  the  skin  and  de- 
posits it  in  drops  outside  of  the  shirt,  and 
by  this  exposure  to  the  air    it    is  soon 
dried  without  injury  to  the  body.     Hav- 
ing these  properties  red  woolen  flannel  is 
worn  by  sailors  even  in  the^  midsummer 
of  the  warmest  countries.     The  c<jmmo  . 
observation  of  all  i.ati.)ns    leads  them  to 
give  their  sailors    woolen    flannel   shirts 
for  all  latitudes  as  the    best  equalizers  of 
heat  for  the  body.  .  „     . 

In  the  French  Annales  d' Hygiemt  the 
following  remarks  occur  : 

"Diseases  of  the  chest  are   early  con- 
tracted by  exposure  to  the   cold  without 
sufficient  clothing.     The  greater  portion 
ot  the  children,  from  one  lo  fifleen  months 
old,  who  die  in  winter  are  killed  by    the 
cold,  or  diseases  resulting  from   cold.— 
The,  use  of  woolen  clothing  in    winter    is 
necessary  for  all,  at  least  about  the   up- 
per parts  of  the  body  ;  and  even  in  sum 
mer  the  mar.,  who  from  his  profession  is 
compelled  to  work  in  damp  places,  and 
and  is  exposed  to  drafts,  shjuld  not  wear 
light    clothes.       Woolen    socks  should 
everywhere  be  adopted,  for  cold  feet  are 
almost  always  the  cause  of  catching  cold 
(catarrh),    and    an    obstinate    cough  is 
known  to  case  from  the  exclusive   use  of 
this  sort  of  clothing. 

We  have  beard  some  persons  say  thai 
their  feel  have  been  kept  as    warm    with 
cotton  as    w^h    woolen    stockings;    and 
there  are  some  pers-  ns  who  cannot  wear 
woolen  flannel  next  the 'skin  without  suf- 
fering from  cutaneous  irritation.     There 
are  exceptioms  to  all  general    rules,    but 
undoubtedly  woolen  flannel    affords  the 
best  clothing  U>  be  worn  ne.xt    the    skin 
in  our  variable  climate  for  at    least   nine 
months  in  the  year.     But   white   fla'inel 
is  just  as  good  for  shirts    as  colored  flan- 
nel.    The^causeof  flaLuel  fulling  and  be- 
ctiming  thick  is  owing    to  the    rubbing 
which  il  receives  in  washing,  and  flannels 
of  all  colors  full  up  (felt)  under    similar 
treatment.     All  broad-cloth  dyed  in  the 
wool  is  fulled  after  il  is  colored.  Flannels 
should  never  be    rubbed   upon    a    wash- 
board.    The  best  way  to    wash    flannels 
is  to  steep  them   in    some   strong   soap
